• Saturday's match is the 56th all-time regular season meeting, and the 62nd overall 
meeting, between the two clubs ... the overall total also including five MLS Cup 
playoff meetings and one U.S. Open Cup contest 

• Columbus leads the all-time regular-season series between the two teams, 28-16-11 
... the Revs are 6-15-6 on the road at Columbus, including a 5-10-6 mark at Crew 
Stadium since its opening in 1999 

• The two teams played to a 0-0 draw in the first meeting on June 16 at Gillette Sta¬ 
dium and will meet for a third time this season on Sept. 5, in Foxborough 

• Columbus captured the 2011 regular-season series between the two teams after 
defeating New England, 3-1, on Aug. 13, in Columbus, and later shutting out the 
Revs, 3-0, on Oct. 15, at Gillette Stadium 

• New England has won just twice in its last 13 meetings with Columbus dating back 
to the 2007 season ... the Revs are 2-7-4 in that stretch 

• The Revs’ last season-series victory over the Crew came in 2006, when the Revolu¬ 
tion went 2-1-1 against Columbus

The Revs travel to Columbus on Saturday, but fans have a chance to catch all the action in 
New England ... beginning at 7 p.m. at Ri Ra in Providence, R.I., fans can join non-traveling 
Revolution players for drinks, food and fun while watching the game on Comcast SportsNet... 
for more information - including a list of all the Revolution partner bars - visit revolutionsoccer. 
net. 

10 REVS ELIGIBLE FOR “24 UNDER 24” 

Ten Revolution players are eligible for the third-annual “24 under 24" competition, presented 
by MLSsoccer.com ... the contest, which combines fan voting and a media panel input, ranks 
the top two dozen young players in the league ... results will be released beginning Monday, 
Sept. 10 ... among the list are Revolution players eligible: Blake Brettschneider (23), Diego 
Fagundez (17), Blair Gavin (23), Dimitry Imbongo (22), Sainey Nyassi (23), Tyler Polak (20), 
Alec Purdie (23), Michael Roach (23), Kelyn Rowe (20) and A.J. Soares (23)... voting infor¬ 
mation can be found at MLSsoccer.com. 

WINS NEEDED IN CLASH AGAINST CREW 

The Revs travel to Columbus on Saturday looking to snap a five-game winless streak (0-3-2) 
against the Crew dating back to May 8, 2010 ... New England has struggled against Colum¬ 
bus since 2007, as the team has won just twice in its last 13 meetings with the Crew, going 
2-7-4 in that stretch ... the Revs’ last win against the Crew was a 2-1 victory on October 25, 
2009, in Columbus. 

EARLY STRIKERS IN COLUMBUS 

The Revs have kept the home crowd quiet early in their last several visits to Columbus Crew 
Stadium ... in four of the last five meetings in Columbus, the Revs have scored the first goal of 
the game ... despite taking the early lead in their last two trips to Ohio, the Revs were unable 
to secure the win, falling 3-2 on Oct. 8, 2010, and 3-1 on August 13,2011. 

TOUGH STRETCH CONTINUES 

Saturday's loss in Chicago extended the Revs’ winless streak to seven games (0-6-1), dating 
back to July 14 ... the streak is the team’s longest since going seven games winless from July 
23 through Sept. 7, 2011 (0-2-5)... the team's longest winless streak is nine games, set twice: 
May 1 through July 13,1999 when the team went 0-9; and May 21 through July 17, 2011, 
when the team went 0-6-3. 

MAKING THE MOST OF FIRST 15 

Fernando Cardenas’ llth-minute equalizer on Saturday was the team’s eighth goal this 
season in the first 15 minutes of a match ... the Revs share the league lead with New York (8) 
for the most goals scored in that window ... with 27 goals in 24 games this season, almost 30 
percent (8-of-27, 29.6 percent) of the Revs’ scoring has come in the first 15 minutes of play. 

CARDENAS COMES THROUGH 

Fernando Cardenas’ goal in the 11th minute on Saturday night in Chicago was his second 
goal of the season ... he last scored on May 2, in a 2-1 win over Colorado at Gillette Stadium 
... in 20 appearances this season, Cardenas has two goals and two assists. 

CARDENAS ENDS REVS’ SCORING SLUMP 

Fernando Cardenas’ goal on Saturday snapped the Revs' 269-minute scoreless streak ... the 
team had not scored since Saer Sene scored in the 12th minute on July 29 at Philadelphia ... 
the 269-minute streak was tied for the seventh-longest in team history. 

ALSTON MOVING UP THE CHARTS FOR STARTS 

Kevin Alston made his 102nd career start on Saturday at Chicago and could move up the club 
charts again this weekend ... Alston’s 102 starts are ranked 10th on the club’s all-time list, one 
behind Jeff Larentowitcz (103) in ninth place ... Alston moved into sole possession of 10th 
place after passing Pat Noonan (100) on August 12 against Montreal. 

BLAKE BACK IN ACTION 

Blake Brettschneider started at forward on Saturday, earning his first start since the July 14 
match against Toronto ... Brettschneider’s start was his 10th of the season in his 15th appear¬ 
ance ... the 23-year old has scored two goals and one assist. 

TIMMY READY TO STEP IN WHEN NEEDED 

Goalkeeper Tim Murray has been Matt Reis’ primary backup for four straight games while 
Bobby Shuttleworth recovers from a knee injury... Murray, a native of Haverhill, Mass., made 
his first reserve team action of the season with a start against the Montreal reserves on 
August 13 ... the 25-year old has yet to make his MLS debut, but has been a part of the Revs’ 
trio of goalkeepers since 2010. 

FOUR STRAIGHT ONE-GOAL GAMES 

Saturday's 2-1 loss to Chicago marked the Revs’ fourth straight defeat, all coming by one goal 
... more than half of the Revolution’s 24 matches this season have been one-goal losses ... 


the Revs have played 14 one-goal games so far, going 2-12-0 in those games ... since defeat¬ 
ing Colorado, 2-1, on May 2, the team has lost its last nine one-goal games. 

APPROACHING RECORD ATTACKING SHUTOUT NUMBERS 

The Revs bounced back from back-to-back shutouts with a goal on Saturday in Chicago ... 
overall, the Revs have been shut out nine times through 24 games this season ... the team is 
approaching the club record for attacking shutouts in a season (11) which was set in 2010 ... 
the Revs were held scoreless 10 times in a single season during three campaigns: 1997,1999 
and 2011. 

SUMMER SCORING SLUMP 

After starting the summer months on a scorching scoring surge, the team has cooled off and 
struggled to score in recent games ... in the five games between June 2 to July 8, the Revs 
averaged 1.60 goals per game, with four multiple-goal games ... however, in the last seven 
matches, the team has scored just three goals - averaging 0.43 goals per game - and have 
been shut out four times. 

HEAPS WANTS A TEAM FULL OF LEADERS 

Matt Reis and Clyde Simms have split match captain duties in the games since the departure 
of club captain Shalrie Joseph via trade to Chivas USA... Jay Heaps has stated he will name 
captains on a game-by-game basis as he told the Boston Globe, “Just the fact Shalrie was 
captain for so long, naming a captain is too far away right now"... continued Heaps, “We'll 
name captains for the game, but for now I want everyone to be leaders in there, from young 
players to the senior players. Everyone has to be accountable and step forward where he led." 

10 CHANCES TO SHOW FIGHT 

Following the team's loss at Chicago, defender Stephen McCarthy noted that the team has a 
lot of fight left in them with 10 games remaining ... said McCarthy, “We just have to keep mov¬ 
ing forward, I guess, and stay positive ... we aren’t going to give up”... continued McCarthy, 
“We have 10 more games. We have to give everything we have." 

SHOT NUMBERS IN WINLESS STRETCH 

The Revs have scored just three goals in the team's seven-game winless streak ... despite 
the low scoring totals in that span, the team's shot numbers - averaging 12.85 shots per 
game - are not too far off from the team’s season average (12.94 shots per game)... the team 
has, however, struggled to find the target on fewer occasions ... the Revs are second in MLS 
in shots on goal with 131, but in the last seven games, the Revs have averaged 3.57 shots on 
goal - more than two-and-a-half shots on goal fewer per game than the team's season aver¬ 
age (6.11 shots on goal per game). 

A DOZEN STARTS IN DIFFERENT PLACES 

In 14 appearances this season, including 12 starts, Ryan Guy has become the team’s go-to 
utility player, having seen time at right wing (four starts), forward (four starts) central midfield 
(four starts), left midfield and right back... in 2011, his first season with the Revs, Guy made 
six starts and played left and right midfield with one brief late-game spell at right back. 

THE GUY KEEPS POSITIVE 

Ryan Guy was quick to note that the team needs to remain positive and move forward during 
its recent winless streak... said Guy, “I think it’s one of those times where you say, you know 
what, we’ve got to get on with it”... continued Guy, “These things are happening to us and 
instead of getting down on ourselves, it’s more like, ‘You know what, let’s test ourselves here 
and come back and really show something of ourselves.’ ” 

THESE THREE RACK UP THE MINUTES 

Of the 27 Revs players who've appeared in a game this season, only three players have 
played at least 90 percent of the minutes ... A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney have made 23 
starts, with Soares missing the August 4 match with an injury and Tierney sitting out the 
season opener while serving a one-game suspension ... Matt Reis has played every minute of 
the 22 matches he’s started this year... after Reis, the next closest Revolution player is Lee 
Nguyen (1908-of-2160 minutes, 88.3 percent), who is the only New England player who has 
appeared in every game this year.

LEFT SIDE IS LOCKED DOWN 

While several players have played multiple positions so far this season, two positions - left 
midfield and left back - have been (for the most part) locked down by Lee Nguyen and Chris 
Tierney, respectively ... since the second game of the season and in all but three contests 
since (May 5 vs. COL, July 21 at SKC and July 29 at PHI) those two players have played in 
line down the left side ... in total, Nguyen and Tierney have started 22 games together. 






NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT COLUMBUS CREW 


PLAYING OFF OF EACH OTHER 

Chris Tierney has seen a lot of Lee Nguyen in front of him this season as the duo has started 
22 games with each other... in fact, he’s started to let the world know what he thinks of 
Nguyen ... following the June 2 match against Colorado, Tierney tweeted the following of his 
left-side partner: “played with a lot of wingers over my time in NE but I must say @LeeN- 
guyen24 can do things that none of the others can. lets keep rollin kid" - @christierney8 ... 
following the July 8 match against New York - in which Tierney assisted Nguyen for the game- 
winner - he said the following in his postgame comments, “I love playing with Lee ... He's as 
technical as you get in this league. He’s been awesome for us all year and I think we have a 
good understanding of when one goes, one covers." 

A LOOK AT THE LAST TWO SEASONS 

Any observer can see the Revs are a different team from the one that took the field a year ago, 
and it stems from new head coach Jay Heaps’ attacking mantra ... a look at the team compari¬ 
sons from the 2011 squad and the 2012 squad - through 24 games - tells the story a team this 
year that attacks, pushes the game and goes all out:

While the Revolution has become a more pass- and attack-oriented team with play fbwing 
through the outside backs and into the midfield this season, the last seven games - especially

The Revs' standout goalkeeper has been widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keep¬ 
ers for much of the last decade ... in his ninth season as the team's primary netminder, 
but missed a large portions of the 2010 and 2011 seasons while recovering from various 
surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... re-signed with the Revolution in the 2011-12 
off-season ... is the club's active leader in appearances (237), starts (236) and minutes 
played (21,252).... holds every New England career goalkeeping record, including games 
played in goal (237), games started in goal (236), minutes played in goal (21,252), goals 
against average (1.33), wins (85), saves (937), shutouts (59) and save percentage (.721)... 
recorded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 2012 home opener against Portland 
on March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 2, 2012 against Colorado ... became 
the first goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 150 matches for the club in the 2009 season 
opener against San Jose, while he became the seventh goalkeeper in MLS history to record 
60 career shutouts with a 0-0 draw against Colorado on May 7, 2011 ... recorded his 50th 
shutout as a member of the Revolution on Aug. 14,2010, with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... 
established a new club record shutout streak by going 386 consecutive minutes without allow¬ 
ing a goal from July 4 - Aug. 1, 2009 ... voted to the 2007 and 2008 MLS All-Star Games as a 
“First XI" (top vote-getter) selection ... a four-time MLS All-Star and a four-time finalist for MLS 
goalkeeper of the year (2005-08) ... launched the Matt Reis Charity Golf Challenge in 2011, 
raising more than $75,000 in conjunction with the Johnny Damon Foundation for Children's 
Hospital Boston, Grassroot Soccer and Multiple Sclerosis Foundation, with the second-annual 
event scheduled for Sept. 17. 

2012 REGULAR SEASON: Has started 22 matches this season ... has a 5-12-5 record and 
a 1.36 goals against average with four shutouts ... started the season opener at San Jose 
(March 10), allowing one goal... made four saves in the 3-0 loss at Kansas City (March 17)... 
recorded three saves - and MLS career save No. 1,000 - in a 1-0 shutout win against Port¬ 
land (March 24)... made three saves in the 3-1 win at LA (March 31)... made five saves in the 

1- 0 loss at New York (April 28)... made six saves in the 2-1 win - his 100th regular-season 
win - against Colorado (May 2)... made five saves in the 2-1 loss at Real Salt Lake (May 5) 

... made four saves in the 4-1 win against Vancouver (May 12)... recorded three saves in the 

2- 0 shutout against Chicago (June 2)... made three saves in his second-consecutive shutout 
against Columbus (June 16)... made four saves in the 2-2 draw at Toronto (June 23)... made
